PHOENIX, Ariz. (BP)— A 
new treatment for cancer that 
speeds up the healing process 
by two to five times has been 
discovered by a research team 
from Baylor University Medi- 
cal Center in Dallas, Tex. 

The discovery, which might. 
mean a_ significant break- 
through in the search for a can- 
cer cure, was announced here 
by the Baylor doctors during 
the American Cancer Society’s 
seminar for science writers. 

The research team is com- 
posed of Dr. John T. Mallams, 
director of the -Baptist hospi- 
tal’s Irradiation Therapy, J. 
W. Finney, research radio bio- 
logist; and Dr. G. A. Balla, 
a surgeon. , 

Cautiously( stressing that 
the new treatment technique 
is not a cure - all for the dread 
disease, Dr. Mallams pointed 
out that it did have real possi- 
‘bilities. The studies are still in 
their infancy, he said, however. 

Technique Tested 

During a three year period, 
the Baylor team tested the 
technique on dogs, rats, and 
finally 20 human beings.

1428 vacant

‘In the 25,201 families survey- 
ed, 68,533 people said that they 
were church members, though 
9,698 of these were non-local 
church members. 

Surveyors found 8407 non- 
Christians, | 236 of the Jewish 
faith, and 1963 Christians with 
no church home. These are not 
just figures to fill another book, 
or figures to make the church 
prospects files bulge. These fig- 
ures represent people. They 
represent souls to be won to 
Christ. One man knocking on 
doors found three unsaved peo- 
ple within 4 stone’s-throw from 
his own door, according to Dr. 
Clark Hensley, Hinds County 
Superintendent of Missions. 
The man did not know before 
that those were ulsav- 
ed. He invited them to church, 
and the next Sunday they were 
in church. | 

In only one week — March 
29 — instructions were given 
the workers for doing the sur- 
vey, the survey was taken, the 
results were tabulated, proces- 
sed, typed, and assembled in a 
450-page bdek. This same or- 
ganizational pattern is being 
used in surveys all over the 
country, as well as in many 
areas of Mississippi. 

For the Greater Jackson Sur- 
vey, 108 typists agonized over 
450 stencils. One hundred, and 
fifteen processors and tabula- 
tors were jon their toes, as 
eighty reams of paper flowed 
from mimeograph machines, 
to be assembled into 80 books 
of 450 pages each. All Protest- 
ant churches participated.

Gulf Coast 
Makes Survey 


A survey of the Gulf Coast 
Baptist Association was con- 
ducted January 26 + February 
2. The approximately 65,000 
white persons surveyed, 35% of. 
the population is unchurched. 
Of those 9 years of age and 
above, about 33.6% are regard- 
ed as unchurched, either being 
a member of a church but not 
affiliated with a local body, 
non-Christian, or one who is a 
“Christian” but is a member of 
no church.

South- 
ern Baptists, which rank sec- 
ond, as:a body total 7,457 or 
25% of the churched people 
of the association. In third 
place were the Methodists, with 
5,015. Ranking fourth were the 
Episcopal, with 1,419, and fifth 
were Presbyterian, with 914 
members. A total of 31 religi- 
ous denominations and faiths 
were noted in the findings of 
the survey. 

In the Bay St. Louis-Wave- 
land area and in the Biloxi 
area, the Roman Catholics 
made up 60% of the churched 
population. These two areas 
were the extreme ends of the 
survey area, one to the far left 
and the other to the far right 
of Gulfport.

The 
Seminary was chartered Marcb 
15, 1944, as a result of favorable 
action by the Negro Work Com- 
mittee of the State Convention 
Board. 

Dr. Herbert Lang was named 
as the, first president and ser- 
ved until his death in 1956. 

The Seminary is supported by 
allocations from the Mississip- 
pi. Baptist Convention Board 
and the Home Mission Board 
and contributions from five Ne- 
gro Baptist conventions as well 
as. white and Negro Baptist 
churches and individuals. 

According to the plan of or- 
ganization, each center belongs 
to the people of the area it 
serves.

An election may be held on this question in any county 
upon the petition of fifty per cent (50%), or one thou- 
sand (1,000), whichever is smaller, qualified electors, 
provided that such election shall not be held but once 
in any five-year period.” : 
- This méans that even though the state might vote 
_ by overwhelming majority against any kind of legal- 
ization of liquor, any county which voted favoring it 
could have a local option election, if 50% or one thou- 
sand of the qualified electors signed a petition calling 
for it. This means that the legislature would be bring- 
ing repeal of our prohibition laws, and local option on 
the liquor question, without the people of the state hav- 
ing any say in it. ; 

t may be argued that this bill will allow self-deter- 
mination by the people of each area, as to what they 
want to do about liquor. The answer to this is that we 
are not living under laws of self-determination but un- 
der a state constitution. Actually, we do not believe 
those making this argument are sincere in making it. 
Would they be willing for each area’to decide whether 
or not it wants to maintain segregation? The answer 
is obvious. Neither should the will of the majority of 
the people of the state be thwarted in the matters of 


liquor laws. 5 
neh © An Iniquitous Bill 
The proposed bill is iniquitous in several ways. It is 
proposed as a liquor control law, when it is actually 
just a bill to allow legalization of liquor. It does not 
provide for enforcement of prohibition laws in counties 
which vote dry. It actually states (Section 9) that “The 
transportation of intoxicating beverages shall be per- 
mitted in any county in Mississippi when accompanied 
by a valid permit’’. It states that the control commis- 
‘sion must|issue at least one permit (to sell liquor) for 
each “five thousand population or fraction thereof” in 
counties voting ‘“‘for’’ legalization. It does not provide 
any penalties other than the revocation of permits. It 
does not repeal the ‘‘black-market’’ :tax. It says noth- 
ing about taxes on the legal liquor. It does not provide 
for enforcement of present or new. liquor laws. 
The blic press reported last week that there 
were rumors that the wets were going to try to pass this 
bill at some time when mot many of the drys were pres- 
ent. Such a scheme was said to have been planned for 
last Friday, but failed when’the dry forces of the House 
| of Representatives learned of the plan, and rallied their 
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| forces. :

‘the people of Mississippi will not vote for legalization

In a survey of 1444 churches 
(membership of 750 or more) 
affiliated with the denomina- 
tion, 314 indicated they are 
looking for someone to direct 
their recr@ation program. Two- 
thirds of these 314 have an 
average Sunday school atten- 
dance between 300 and 750. 

Males are preferred by more 
than 70 per cent of the church- 
es, with a suggested age span 
of’ 20-30. Thirty-five per cent 
are looking for seminary gra- 
duates; 24 per cent, for college 
graduates. The majority (59 
percent) want staff members 
who will be full-time additions. 

Salaries : 

Starting salaries are good: 
36 percent. of the churches 
would offer $400-$500 to full- 
time recreation directors, and 
47 per cent would offer the 
same to full-time combination 
recreation and youth directors.
